Five-Power Note Makes 


No Threat ‘of Using 
Military Force. 


CANTONESE OBTAIN 
PARTIAL RECOGNITION 


Chen Expected to Comply 
With Provisions but to Insist 


on Full Inquiry.

America has joined the other na- 
tions in a five-power note to the 
nationalist government of China mak- 
ing demands respecting the Nanking 
incident, but the text of the joint de- 
mands shows that Secretary Kellogg 
has greatly altered and softened the 
original British demands. 

Inste of a note backed with the 
threat of military force and including 
plans for the selzure of Chinese terri- 
tory to guarantee fulfillment, the text 
made public here yesterday shows lit- 
tle more than the usual protest and 
demand under such circumstances and 
it winds up with no threat of military 
force and nothing resembling an ulti- 
matum. 

Britain has Won an important vic- 
tory by aligning America into the 
British policy of concerted action. 

America has forced Britain to pay a 
high price, however, and the United 
States goes on record only as will- 
ing to consider future steps in concert 
with the interested governments in 
case further action becomes necessary. 


Victory for Nationalists. 


Meanwhile the nationalists appear to 
have won the greatest diplomatic vic- 
tory of all, for they have brought about 
recognition by the interested govern- 
ments as well as by the United States 
that they constitute the de facto gov- 
ernment of China. 

The five-power identic notes, each 
varied in form to suit its own na- 
tionals, is as follows: 

“Under the American government I 
am directed by the American Minister 
to present to you following terms 
(which are simultaneously being com- 
municated to Gen. Chiang Kai Shek, 
commander in chief of the nationalists 
armies) for the prompt settlement of 
the situation created by the outrages 
against American nationals committed 
by nationalist troops at Nanking on 
March 24, last: Adequate punishment 
of the commanders of the troops re- 
sponsible for the murders, personal in- 
juries and indignities and material 
damage done as also of all persons 
found to be implicated. 

“2. Apology in writing by the com- 
mander in chief of the nationalist 
army, including an express written un- 
dertaking to refrain from all forms of 
violence and agitation against foreign 
lives and property. 


Complete Reparation Sought. 


“3. Complete reparation for personal 
injuries and material damage done. 

“Uniess the nationalist authorities 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of the 
interested governments their intention 
to comply promptly with these terms 
the said governments will find them- 
selves compelled to take such measures 
as they consider appropriate.” 

A far more drastic form, drafted by 
the British, has already been made 
known to Eugene Chen, foreign minis- 
ter of the natfonalist government, and 
it was virtually known in advance 
that the demands would have been 
summarily rejected. The present de- 
mands, however, may bring favorable 
response from Chen in some particu- 
lars. 

It is understood, for example, that he 
will be willing to apologize for the at- 
tacks on the British, American and 
Japanese consulates at Nanking and to 
express such apology in written form. 

He will likewise be willing to re- 
new assurances that the nationalists 
will do all in their power to protect 
foreigners from all forms of violence 
and from agitation against foreign 
lives and property.

U. S. Proposal for 3-Power Naval Pact Is Blamed by 
French Envoy, for Failure to Make Progress. 
Gibson Defends American View. 


Geneva, Switzerland, April 11 (By 
A. P.).—The preparatory commission 
for a disarmament conference, meeting 
here under the auspices of the League 
of Nations, will adjourn next week, 
Tuesday, without fixing a date for its 
next meeting, so as to give the dele- 
gates time for reflection, President 
Loudon announced at this afternoon’s 
session. 

Agreement on this step was reached 
in consequence of the divergent views 
among the delegates on the big issues 
under consideration, particularly as re- 
gards methods of limiting navies. 

Simultaneously the naval  confer- 
ence convoked by President Coolidge, 
which Lord Robert Cecil, the British 
delegate, brought into today’s discus- 
sion, took on a new importance as the 
only disarmament conference which 
looms up as a certainty in the near 
future. 

With the preliminary meeting in dan- 
ger of collapse because of a conflict 
over the method of limiting navies, 
Hugh Gibson intervened in the debate 
today for the purpose of removing any 
impression that the United States, in 
proposing a three-power conference, 
sought to prejudice the general dis- 
armament conference. 

His statement was made after M. 
Paul-Boncour, of France, had re- 
marked hat the three-power confer- 
ence had hovered ovef the preparatory 


commission since the beginning of its 
gessions and had disagreed with a dec- 
laration by Lord Cecil, of Great Britain, 
to the effect that the commission 
should avoid doing anything to preju- 
dice the three-power meeting. 

Mr. Gibson gaid President Coolidge 
had made it clear that the United 
States wanted, if possible, to reach a 
general agreement; failing this, she 
wanted to attain a limited agreement 
with the hope that this would lead the 
way to a general accord. 

While the American delegation was 
authorized to negotiate special naval 
accord, Mr. Gibson emphasized that the 
main object of the United States was to 
contribute to the success of the com- 
mission which is preparing for a general 
disarmament conference and that there 
was no desire to subordinate the suc- 
cess of the mission to the three-power 
parley. 

Mr. Gibson declared that the total 
tonnage system established at the 
Washington conferei.ce was the best 
and fairest method. The United States 
would examine the French proposal on 
its merits, but if it was found unac- 
ceptable it would not be because of 
any bearing on the three-power confer- 
ence. 

The French proposal, which would 
provide for limitation by categories of 
warships instead of by total tonnage,

UITIZENOHIP RESTORED 
TO KIN OF OF. BUTLER 


Order of President Follows 
Close on Prohibition 
Debate. 


VIOLATED VOLSTEAD LAW 


On the heels of the Borah-Butler de- 
bate, President Coolidge signed an order 
restoring the rights of American 
citizenship to ‘Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler's brothers-in-law—the LaMon- 
tagne brothers—who were found guilty 
of violation of the Volstead act in Feb- 
ruary, 1923, it was learned here yester- 
day. 

The order was signed on Saturday. 
the day after the Boston prohibition 
debate. It restores complete rights of 
citizenship to Rene William A. and Mor- 
gan E. LaMontagne, who were sentenced 
to four months’ imprisonment in the 
Essex county, N. J., penitentiary, on 
February 9, 1923, each receiving a fine 
of $2,000. 

According to the Department of Jus- 
tice, removal of the rights of citizenship 
automatically follows violation of the 
Federal prohibition law, and is restored 
by the President by an executive order 
in the same way as pardons are given. 

Society here is amused at the rather 
paradoxical sequence of events since 
Butler called at the White House some 
months ago. After that, it is recalled, 
he made his plea for prohibition as an 
issue in the next presidential cam- 
paign, saying that Coolidge would not 
run again. He then engaged Senator 
Borah in a debate on prohibition which 
was a thorn in the side of the Republi- 
can leaders in Massachusetts. 

It is also recalled here that when 
the LaMontagne brothers were being 
tried, counsel for the brothers based 
his plea for clemency partly on the fact 
that Dr. Butler had said that the pro-

TRAIN TO PRISON TODAY

Earl Carroll, theatrical producer who 
has been sentenced to the Atlanta 
penitentiary for perjury in connection 
with grand jury testimony regarding 
hi. bathtub party, filed @n_ application | 
yesterday with the Department of Jus- 
tice for executive clemency. 

Carroll came to Washington to pre- 
sent his application and also to request 
a stay of exectition. He was told that 
the Federal judge in New York who 
had sentenced him was the one to 
whom he should appeal for a stay of 
execution, and late in the day he left 
for New. York. 

It had beem expected that Carrol 
would surrender in New York today for 
the carrying out of his sentence. 

New York, April 11 (By A. P.).—With 
Earl Carroll referred back to New York 
after personally filing an executive 
clemency petition at the Department of 
Justice in Washington, the next move 
of the convicted theatrical producer 
seemed to be to claim a reservation 
made for him by a United States mar- 
shal on an Atlanta-bound train, leav- 
ing the Pennsylvania station tomorrow 
afternoon at 3:40 o’clock.

CHURCHILL PRESENTS 
BUDGET IN COMMONS 


Taxes on Tires, Royalties for 
Copyrights, and Films to 
Hit America.

London, April 11 (By .A. P.).—Great 
Britain’s financial prospects for next 
year were explained to the house of 
commons today by Winston Churchill, 
chancellor of the exchequer, who pre- 
sented the budget for the fiscal year 
1927-1928. It was another $4,000,000,000 
budget. 

After telling the members of the 
house it would cost more to run the 
British government, and that receipts 
under present taxation would decrease 
further, Mr. Churchill explained the 
methods which he purposes to use in 
not only eliminating the prospective 
deficit, but paying off the deficit of 
more than £14,000,000 left over from 
last year, and running up a surplus of 
£1,400,000. He set forth his plans in a 
long speech and left his auditors gen- 
erally agreeing that it was a clever 
statement. 

The budget figures showed estimated 
expenditures of £818,390,000, compared 
with £812,641,000 for the current bud- 
get, and revenues, under present taxa- 
tion, of £796,850,000, compared with 
£804,700,000. Mr. Churchill proposed to 
do more than eliminate the prospective 
deficit of £21,540,000 by various admin- 
istrative economies and by increasing 
taxation. 


Auto Tires Are to Be Taxed. 


America will feel some of the new 
taxes, especially the inclusion of auto- 
mobile tires under the McKenna duty 
system, and the increase in duties on 
tobacco. Other duties which were in- 
creased include those on wines, 
matches and tableware of pgp na 


Among the economies included in 
the budget were the abolition of the 
transport ministry and other postwar 
governmental agencies, also proposals to 
prevent evasion of the law in the pay- 
ment of supertaxes on income and 
death duties. 

Mr. Churchill proposed improved ma- 
chinery for the recovery of income 
taxes on copyright payments to nonres- 
ident playwrights, authors, &c. A court 
appeal having recently decided that 
sensitized celluloid film for motion pic- 
ture use is not liable to the customs 
duty on imported films, he included in 
the budget a provision, effective tomor- 
row, placing celluloid film within the 
scope of the duty. Thus the film clause 
in the budget does not provide for new 
revenue, but merely preserves the exist- 
ing duty. 

The chancellor drew on the experi- 
ence of past years by closing the door 
against dumping goods in Great Brit- 
ain before new taxes became effective. 
Most of the tax increases which he an- 
nounced were effective tomorrow. 

Optimism was reflected in most of 
Mr. Churchill’s speech, which ran near- 
ly 24% hours and was one of the long- 
est budget speeches on record. He de- 
clared Great Britain’s financial posi- 
tion was unimpaired and indicated that

Gray and Prosecutor Fight 
Motion for Separation in 
Murder Case. 


COURTROOM IS PACKED 


New York, April 11 (By A. P.).—Mrs. 
Ruth Snyder and Henry Judd Gray, her 
paramour, must stand trial together for 
the murder of the woman’s husband, 
Albert Snyder, March 20, Supreme Court 
Justice Townsend Scudder ruled late 
today. They will be called for trial in 
Long Island City supreme court April 18. 

Justice Scudder’s decision was made 
after the submission of briefs succeed- 
ing arguments before him this after- 
noon in which counsel for Mrs. Snyder 
sought a separate trial. 

The hearing on the motion was héld 
in a packed courtroom at Long Island 
City. Both Gray and Mrs. Snyder were 
present. Attorneys stood between the 
two, however, and neither looked at the 
other. 

Mrs. Snyder’s attorney declared that 
if she did not have a separate trial an 
irreparable injustice would be done his 
client. 

“She will, in fact, be denied a trial 
by jury,” he said. “She might be sat- 
isfied with the jurymen selected, where- 
as the attorney for Gray might not be. 
In regard to the alleged confessions, 
it is obvious. that Gray can confess, if 
these documents are introduced, only 
to his part in the case and not to her 
part. The judge may order the jury 
to ignore what he says involving my 
client, but certainly such proceedings 
would not benefit my client.” 

District Attorney Newcombe said sep- 
arate trials would be a flat “miscar- 
riage of justice,” resulting only in one 
casting the blame*on the other. 

“The two committed the crime to- 
gether, were indicted together and 
should be tried together,” he said. 

The attorney for Gray, also opposing 
a@ separate trial, also contended that if 
Gray were tried separately it would be 
“a miscarriage of justice.”

Murder Charge Dismissed 
In Second Trial of Rule 


Judges Decide First Jury Acquitted Youth of Capital 
Charge and Direct Prosecution for Manslaughter. 
Lawyers Near Blows as Killing Is Described. 


The first day of the second trial of 
Richard Henry Rule, 22 years old, of 
Washington, charged with the fatal 
shooting Halloween night of William 
J Barbee, jr., 19 years old, son of a 
retired headquarters detective, was 
marked with acrimonious debate be- 
tween opposing counsel. The trial is 
being held in the circuit court at Rock- 
ville, Md. 

The defense won its first point yes- 
terday morning when the trial judges, 
Robert B. Peter, sr., Glen H. Worthing- 
ton and Hammond Urner, decided Rule 
had been acquittd of murder at his first 
trial and that to try him again on that 
charge would be placing him in 
jeopardy twice. He will be tried on 
the charge of manslaughter, of which 
he was found guilty at his first trial. 

This decision places Rule in the po- 
sition of having everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by his second trial. 

The decision and measures taken by 
the court preclude the long delay in 
impaneling a jury experienced at the 
first trial. No jurors could plead their 
repugnance to sentence a man to death, 
a plea that excused many veniremen at 
the first trial. The court had ordered 
that a special extra panel be held in 
reserve in order that the sheriff would 
not have to go into the highways and 
the byways and capture jurors as at 
the first trial. 


| Fifty-nine venitemen were called. Of 
these, 21 were excused when they de- 
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clared they had formed a previous 
opinion of Rule’s guilt, 19 were per- 
emptorily challenged by the defense 
lawyers, F. Bernard Welsh and Thomas 
L. Dawson, and 7 were challenged by 
the prosecutors, State’s Attorney Rob- 
ert B. Peter, jr.. and Joseph C. Cissel. 
The latter was State’s attorney at the 
time of the first trial. The jury was 
selected by noon. 

Because of the manslaughter charge, 
the jury is not locked up but is al- 
lowed to go home at night. The court 
will not hold night sessions unless 
necessary. 

William J. Barbee, father of the 
slain youth, told in a Eusky voice 
of the last evening at home of his son, 
in whom he took so much pride. He 
said he received a telephone message 
about 1 o’clock the morning after 
Halloween that his son had been shot 
and was at Walter Reed hospital. 

“When I arrived there at 2 o'clock 
he was dead,” he whispered. 

Guy L. Jones, Montgomery county 
policeman, identified the pistol with 
which Barbee was shot as having been 
one he examined at Rule’s shack be- 
fore the shooting. . 

Joseph Starkey, county surveyor, 
identified and explained a map he had 
drawn of the Rule cabin and the sur- 
rounding grounds.

Labor unions and their members may 
be enjoined for refusing to work when 
their acts constitute a restraint of if~* 
terstate commerce, the Supreme Court 4 
held yesterday in a case brought By 
the Bedford Cut Stone Co. and 23 other 4 
corporations against the Journeymen # 
Stonecutters Association of North 
America, its local unions and their ats 
ficers. 

The national and locel stonecutters’ 
unions required members to refrain 
from working on “unfair” stone, and 
the Indiana iimestone companies af- 
fected by the order sought in Federal 
courts to enjoin enforcement, contend- 
inz that it restrained interstate com- 
merce in violation of the Federal anti-« 
trust laws. The lower Federal courts 
refused the injunction. 


Sutherland Gives Opinion. 


The Supreme Court, in an opinion by 
Justice Sutherland, declared that “the 
rule requiring members to refrain from 
working on ‘unfair’ stone was persist- 
ently adhered to and effectively en- 
forced against petitioners’ producers, in 
a large number of cities and in many 
States. 

“The evidence shows many instances 
of interference with the use of petl- 
tioners’ stone by interstate customers 
and expressions of apprehension on the 
part of such customers of labor trou- 
bles if they purchase the stone,” the 
opinion declared. 

“The evidence makes plain that néi- 
ther the general union nor the locals 
had any grievance against any of the 
builders—local purchasers of the stone 
—or any other local grievance, and 
that the strikes were ordered and con- 
ducted for the sole purpose of pre- 
venting the use and consequently the 
sale and shipment in interstate com- 
merce of petitioners’ product in ordér, 
by threatening the loss or serious cure 
tailment of their interstate market, to 
force petitioners to the alternative of 
coming to undesired terms with the 
members of these unions. * * ® 


Finds Trade Restrained. 


“From a consideration of all the evi- 
dence, it is apparent that the enforcee-. 
ment of the general order to strike 
against petitioners’ products could 
have no purpose other than that of 
coercing or inducing the local employ- 
ers to refrain from purchasing such 
product. * * * That the means 
adopted to bring the contemplated re- 
straint of commerce operated after 
physical transportation had ended jg 
immaterial. * * * Interstate come 
merce was the direct object of the at- 
tack * * * and the restraint of 
such commerce was the necessary cons. 
sequence of the cast and conduct and 
the immediate end in view.” 

Justices Holmes and Brandeis dis- 
sented. Taking sharp issue with the 
majority, Justice Brandeis declared if 
refusal to work can be enjoined by Con- 
gress, “then it created by the Sherman 
law and the Clayton act an instrument 
for imposing restraints upon labor 
Which reminds of involuntary servi-+ 
tude.” 

In another decision the court had, he 
stated, permitted “capitalists to com- 
bine in another corporation practically 
the whole shoe machinery industry of 
the country.” 


Brandeis Gives Views. 


It would be strange, he concluded, 
“if Congress had by the same act willed 
to deny members of a small craft of 
workingmen the right to cooperate in 
simply refraining from work, when 
that course was the only means of . 
self protection against a combination 
of militant and powerful employers.” 
Referring to the contention that 
“self interest” justifies a strike, the Mae 
jority opinion, written by Justice Suthe 
erland, declared that whatever may be 
said as to the strikers’ motives in pro- 
tecting themselves against alleged 
wrongs, the present combination “de- 
liberately adopted a course of conduct 
which directly and substantially cure 
tailed or threatened to curtail” the 
natural flow in interstate commerce. of

FOR ANOTHER ELECTION 


American military activity in Nicara- 
gua was defended by former Senator Ir- 
vine L. Lenroot, of Wisconsin, speaking 
last night at the Georgetown university 
foreign service school in support of the 


administration’s policy in Latin Ameri- 
ca, onthe ground that the Monroe doc- 
trine was directly involved. 

Declaring that Great Britain and Italy 
had sought protection for their na- 
tionals in Nicaragua under the Monroe 
doctrine, Lenroot: asserted that the 
United States faced the alternative of 
assuming that responsibility itself, or 
letting those nations do it. 

“No American ever would have con- 
sented to permit Great Britain to land 
a force in Nicaragua,” he said, “so the 
Monroe doctrine is directly involved in 
this controversy. If we owe a duty un- 
der that doctrine to the nationals of 
other countries, certainly we owe it to 
American citizens in Nicaragua to pro- 
tect their lives and property.” 

Mr. Lenroot declared that “if the 
United States can disavow responsibil- 
ity of protecting the lives and property 
of its citizens in a foreign country, then 
the time will come when the rights of 
American citizens will be trampled upon 
everywhere and we might as well aban- 
don foreign commerce.” 

He defended the election of Diaz and 
contended the United States could not 
have recognized Sacassa under any rule 
of international law. As soon as peace 
cam be established in that republic, he 
pointed out, a happy solution of the 
Nicaraguan situation would be for the 
United States to supervise another elec- 
tion and see that it is an honest one.

MAN FIGHTS RESCUERS 


Van Ness Reproaches Police 


and Fire Squad for Re- 


suscitating Him. 


When Herbert LeRoy Van Ness, 44 
years old, of 1323 Maryland avenue 
northeast became angry with nearly a 
dozen policemen, firemen and doctors 
from Casualty hospital, who broke into 
his barricaded room and revived him 


‘from apparent death from gas poison- 


ing, police arrested him and had him 
removed to Gallinger hospital for 
mental observation. 

Van Ness remonstrated with his 
rescuers after they brought him back 
to consciousness. Dr. Gondolfo, of 
Casualty hospital told police the man 
would have died in a few moments if 
the police and the fire rescue squad 
had not applied prompt resuscitation.

Reed, of Missouri, chief of the Ford 
counsel, asked Sapiro, who was under 
cross-examination for the tenth day: 

“Did you have anything to do with 
the organization of the Onion Growers 
association in Indiana?” 

“Yes,”’ replied the witness. 

“Now, so as-not to waste any time on 
that, did you get some fees out of it?” 
asked Reed in a sarcastic tone. 


Judge Had Limited Queries. 


Judge Fred M. Raymond, in halting 
the angry exchanges between Reed and 
Sapiro just a moment before, had de- 
manded that the cross-examination be 
confined to organizations from which 
it was to be proven Sapiro had received 
stating that too much time was 


“I won’t waste any time on it,” Sa- 
piro shot back at Reed as he began 
thumbing through the record of his 
income from cooperatives. 

“Witness, that is not ne-*ssary at 
all,” interposed Judge Raymond. 

“Wasn’t that addressed t®? me, your 
honor?” asked Sapiro. 

“No. that was addresscd to the 
court,”” returned Reed, as he sat down 
and the storm broke over the heads of 
Sapiro and William Henry Gallagher, 
his chief counsel. 

“You will confine yourself to answer- 
ing questions or the court will have to 
take other actions,” began Judge Ray- 
mond. “I have suggested a suf? cient 
number of times, not only the sugges- 
tion, but the reasun for it, and it ought 
to be perfectly apparent. I must insist 
upon your confining jo -rself to answer- 
of the questions, and I shall have to 
be more insistent in he future than I 
have been in the past becaus” of your 
apparent willingness .9 disobey the in- 
junction of the court.” 


Gallagher Halted « cruptly. 


Gallagher interrupted to ask he 
court reporter to read the questice and 
wa: halted abruptly by Judge Raymond.

REFUSES TO INVOLVE 
OTHERS IN CONSPIRACY 


Armed Revolt Was Planned to 
Follow Assassination, 
Court Told. 


Rome, 
acterizing Premier Mussolini as an im- 
postor and declavying~hatred for fasc- 
ism, Tito Zaniboni, former socialist 
deputy, today definitely admitted his 


of plotting to kill the premier on No- 
vember 4, 1926. 


“If the police, instead of arresting 
me at 8:30 o’clock, had arrested me at 
12:30 my project would have been ac- 
complished,” Zaniboni told the court 
in a cool, steady voice. 

“I’ve never had a moment of weak- 
ness or indecision,” he added. “Every- 
thing has been done to prove that there 
was a plot to revolt against the state. 
But witnesses “will come here to testi- 
fy that I intended to replace the pres- | 
ent dictatorship by a military dicta- 
torship, placing all powers in the hands 
of the king.” 


Supreme Judgment Court. 


Zaniboni, Gen. Luigi Cappello and 
six others are being tried before a mil- | 
itary tribunal created by Premier Mus- 
solini.as a supreme court of judgment 
for offenses imperiling the state., Gen. 
Freri presided over today’s session, 
which was held in the palace of 
justice. ; 

Zaniboni, who has been called the 
stormy petrel of Italian socialism, sat 
in the traditional iron cage of the pris- 
oner, watched by five armed Cara- 
bineers. On the other hand, the retired 
Gen. Cappello, in today’s proceedings, 
admitted he had sided with the opposi- 
tion against the fascist regime, but de- 
nied having joined in any such “asin- 
ine” assassination plot as Zaniboni’s. 
He said that as between allegiance to 
fascism or freemasonry he had chosen 
the latter. 

Zaniboni. with unfaltering coolness 
repeated the confession he had made 
soon after his arrest in 1925 and ex- 
plained in detail his plan to murder 
Premier Mussolini whom he character- 
ized as “the illegal head of the govern- 
ment, stamping upon the liberty of the 
people and the constitution of the 
state.” He also explained a plan to 
follow the assassination of the premie1 
with an armed revolt. 


“I Am Guilty,” He Says. 


“Iam guilty, but I alone am guilty,” 
he. declared, repeatedly refusing to an- 
swer questions about other persons al- 
leged to be involved in the conspiracy. 

Zaniboni presented a’ remarkable fig- 
ure as he stood in the iron cage under 
the eyes of scores of fascist militiamen 
with bayoneted rifles, smiling and 
sneering by turns as he expressed his 
antagonism to fascism. 

“I hate fascism, will always hate it,’ 


angry murmurs in the courtroom. 

Zaniboni said it was his intention to 
have 200 men armed with machine 
guns rake the fascist masses during the 
November celebration, if his attempt 
against the premier had succeeded. He 
believed this would have shown that 
it was a real revolt and not a mere 
wanton assassination. 


Drops Detiant Attitude.

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20,000 Awaiting Trial Are 
Caught in Jam, Due to 
Deficiency Failure. 


15,000 MORE EXPECTED 
TO ADD TO CONGESTION 


Prospect of Tremendous 
Dockets Held Menace to 
Enforcement Cause. 


By WALTER "1. ATKINS. 
Federal courts in every State today 
are clogged with Volstead law cases, 
awaiting trial. Review of the dockets 
by the Department of Justice discloses 
more than 20,000 separate dry law cases 
now pending.. These all involve the 
more serious offenses under the Vol- 
stead law. All are classified as “jury 
trial cases,” involving manufacture, 
sale, transportation of unlawful pos- 
session of intoxicating liquors. The 
congestion exists in practically every 
Federal court, but, of course, is more 
pronounced in some of the recognized 
wet strongholds. 

The 20,000 untried cases now have 
been caught in a veritable log-jam, 
along with thousands of other cases, 
criminal and civil, with absolutely no 
early prospect of being adjudicated. 
The backing up of this conglomerate 
mass of dry law litigation presents a 
serious situation to the Department of 
Justice and the Treasury Department. 
Still more serious, however, will be the 
added accumulation of new liquor cases 
that will pile up in the Federal tri- 
bunals during the next six months, 
most of which will be similarly tagged 
as unfinished business. 

A condition almost without precedent 
was created in the Federal courts when 
Congress failed to pass the second de- 
ficiency bill, providing emergency funds 
from the Treasury to enable the courts 
to function normally with jury trials 
during the rest of the fiscal year. The 
senate filibusterers, fighting to per- 
petuate the slush fund investigating 
committee, were primarily responsible 
because the deficiency appropriation 
bill, together with other important leg- 
islation, was sidetracked in the dying 
hours of the last Congress. The fili- 
busterers incidentally included some 
renowned wets. 


Few Jury Trials Soon. 


There will be few jury trials of Vol- 
stead law cases until after summer is 
over. The Federal courts, in fact are 
not expected to get down to real 
business on them until early fall, and 
such hearings as are held will be con- 
fined chiefly to the trial of offenders 
who have been languishing in fails. 
When new appropriations for the next 
fiscal year become available the Fed- 
eral courts throughout the United 
States will be in the midst of their 
summer recess terms. 

When jury trials are resumed in the 
courts, it is conservatively estimated 
by government officials that no fewer 
than 15,000 new cases, and in all like- 
lihood an even larger number, will 
reach the courts, further congesting 
the already overloaded dockets, Of- 
ficials emphasize this as a minimum 
estimate, It takes into account the 
slowing up in enforcement all along the 
line until readjustments are completed 
in the prohibition bureau. Heretofore 
about 60,000 Volstead law cases have 
been filed in the Federal courts each 
year. A fair average has been 5,000 a 
month. Three or four years ago the 
average was much higher. 

Most of the alleged offenders in 
pending. cases are at liberty on bond. 
Approximately 2,000 are in jails, with- 
out funds,to provide bonds or employ 
counsef, Many in this class have been 
so held for periods of from six months 
to a year. The Attorney General is 
endeavoring to work out a plan in 


' conjunction with the district attorneys 


to dispose of cases against those who 
have been jailed for long periods, per- 
haps even before new funds to pay 
jurors are made available. 


Prespect of Cases Menaces Cause. 


The almost certain prospect that by 
fall the Federal courts will show dock- 
ets with 35,000 or 40,000 Volstead law 
cases to be tried, is a most menacing 
one to the cause of enforcement, in the 
view of government officials. The fact 
is that, the courts find it difficult to 
dispose of current litigation of all 
kinds, which has grown in recent years 
far beyond the capacity of the courts, 
already undermanned by too few 
judges. 

The bootleggers will hail this as a 
most happy condition. Crippled courts 
render more certain their escape from 
punishment. Long delay always oper- 
ates in favor of the defendant. Mate- 
rial witnesses for the government mys- 
teriously disappear, or the evidence 
built up by prosecutors breaks down 
for a variety of reasons. 

The Department of Justice discloses 
that 16,511 Volstead law cases were 
dropped by Federal district attorneys 
in 1926, because of “insufficient evi- 
dence,” or evidence of such flimsy char- 
acter that juries in all probability 
would not convict. 

Last year’s record of cases: nolle 
prossed may be eclipsed this year. 
Prosecutors have instructions not to 
go to trial with cases where there is 
only a slight chance of conviction. The 
disposition of the courts is to grant 
motions for a nolle pros or a compro- 
mise verdict in groups of weaker cases, 
wherein trial upon insufficient evidence 
would merely take up the courts’ time 
and waste government money. 

Study of the dockets of pending cases 
reveals the significant fact that 50 per 
cent of them are in five States—North 
Carolina, New York, Kentucky, Georgia 
and Maryland. Here is how the 20,000 
cases awaiting trial are distributed: 
Alabama, 420; Arizona, 148; Arkansas, 
246; California, 572;; Colorado, 62; Con- 
necticut, 10; Delaware, 14; District of 
Columbia, 125; Florida, 1775; Georgia, 
1,379; Hawaii, 16; Idaho, 81; Illinois, 
279; Indiana, 91; Iowa, 138; Kansas, 
937; Louisiana, 112; Maine, 47; Mary- 
land, 862: Massachusetts, 134: Michi-

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REED COMMITTEE FUEa 
SEEK TO ENLIST FESo 


Will Urge Ohio Senator to 
Decline Dawes Offer of 
Inquiry Place. 


AWAIT HIS ARRIVAL HERE 


The announcement yesterday of Sen- 
ator Simeon D. Fess, of Ohio, that he 
has not yet made up his mind whether 
he will accept appointment to the Reed 
“slush fund” committee made certain 
that he will be a warmly greeted man 
when he reaches Washington today or 
tomorrow. 


Republican leaders, who are of the 
opinion that the Reed committee died 
in the filibuster? which marked the clos- 
ing of the Sixth-ninth Congress, have 
been trying ever since Thursday to lo- 
cate Senator Fess, somewhere in Ohio, 
without much success. 

They hope to persuade the Ohio sen- 
ator that the thing for him to do is to 
decline the appointment. They base 
this contention not only on their own 
belief but the fact that Senator Fess 
after the adjournment of Congress 
sided with Senator Henry W. Keyes, of 
New Hampshire, when the latter de- 
cided that he lacked authority to au- 
thorize funds for the use of a “dead” 
committee. 

Arrangements already have been 
made to. place this side of the question 
before the Ohio senator either through 
representatives or representations from 
the senators whose convictions are that 
Vice President Dawes lacked authority 
to make the appointment and that no 
such committee exists.

Dry law enforcers are worried over 
court congestion. In the majority of 
new cases, defendants will exercise 
their right of demanding jury trials 
and remain at liberty on bond. New 
cases will take their place on the dock- 
ets behind cases previously listed, and 
may or may not be tried for a year or 
more. Government officials and prose- 
cutors know there are too many loop- 
holes through which defendants escape, 
to be comfortable in the situation as 
it now confronts them. 


Odds Favor Violators. 


Government officials now have an 
acute realization of what it all means. 
With the courts not functioning, time 
and effort will be wasted and enormous 
sums will be spent rounding up vio- 
lators, On a gambler’s chance that some 
day they. may be tried and convicted, 
with the odds favoring violators. 

Higher government officials mainly 
concerned with law enforcement have 
discussed the advisability of formally 
requesting the President to consider 
calling Congress in special session to 
put through the necessary appropria- 
tion bills, especially to provide emer- 
gency relief for the Federal courts. The 
President is said to have discussed the 
matter with Attorney General Sargent, 
but no indication has been forthcoming 
from the White House to indicate how 
the President feels about the proposal.

LEADERS TAKE STAND 
CAMPAIGN PREMATURE 


Want Let-Up for a While to 
Arrest Growing Opposi- 
tion in Dixie. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 
Supporters of Gov, Alfred E. Smith, 
of New York, have, according to their 
own private confession, overreached 
themselves in the past few weeks. They 
are as anxious now, according to re- 


ports here yesterday, to hunt cover for 
a while as they were a few weeks ago 
to get the Smith bandwagon under way. 

The enthusiasm with which the 
Smith workers set their campaign in 
motion appeared for the moment to 
be so contagious that it has aroused 
the opponents of th¢ New York gover- 
nor, especially in the South, and a 
noticeable backfire has been set in mo- 
tion. 

The denials which have greeted an- 
nouncements that leaders s-ch as Sen- 
ator Carter Glass, of Virginia, favored 
Smith, do not begin to tell of the ac- 
tivity against Smith. Democrats, who 
do not believe that his nomination is 
the way of getting on the royal road to 
success, are beginning to show their 
hand, and above all it is being demon- 
strated that the South is really not as 
desirous of having Smith as the op- 
timistic statements of his friends in- 
dicated. — 


Two Elements Are Feared. 


Leaders in the Smith movement are 
afraid that the two element”, active op- 
position and loss of prestige, will cut 
what chance Smith. may have had of 
making some progress in the South 
immeasurably and deprive him even 
of the opportunity which he might 
have had of picking up some votes from 
below the Mason and Dixon line in the 
later stages of the 1928 convention. 

In an effort to gauge to some extent 
the feeling of Southern Democrats who 
had previously indicated they were not 
in favor of Smith, the writer asked 
Senator T. H. Caraway, of Arkansas, to 
give his interpretation of the apparent 
Smith boom in the South. The tele- 
gram addressed to him inquired 
whether Smith was being supported to 
head off some other candidacy or the 
Southern demonstrations represented 
real accessions On Smith’s part. 


Dispatch of Caraway. 

The answer follows: 

“There is no accession to Smith's 
strength in the South. Those who are 
declaring for Smith in nearly every in- 
stance are men who are discredited po- 
litically and have no following, or it is 
those who hope by being the first to 
declare for a candidate in case of his 
election to be considered for appoint- 
ment. 

“The rank and file of the Democratic 
party in every State in which I have 
been is opposed to Smith at least 50 
to 1. That is a conservative estimate. 
The women are a unit in their opposi- 
tion on account of his attitude toward 
prohibition, So far as I know, the 
Democratic leaders in the South and 
practically every Democratic paper feel 
that Smith’s nomination would be a 
mistake. It is wiser that the truth be

PROSECUTION OF BRITISH 
ON LIQUOR SHIP UPHELD 


Supreme Court Rules That 
Officers of Seized Craft 
Must Face Trial. 


POINT UP IN QUADRA CASE 


(By the ‘Associated Press.) 


The contentions of the officers . of 
the British steamer Quadra, whpse 
seizure off the California coast brought 
an international aspect of prohibition 
before the Supreme Court, were over- 
ruled yesterday in a decision by Chief 
Justice Taft which held prosecution of 
nee defendants in American courts was 
egal. 

There was no dissent to the decision, 
which construed passages of the 
British rum treaty under which seiz- 
ures are made on the high seas outside 
the territorial waters of the United 
States. Seizures of rum runners out- 
side the 12-mile limit is before the 
court in another case, and was not 
passed on in yesterday’s decision. 

The Quadra was seized off the Far- 
allon islands, outside the Golden Gate, 
The validity of the seizure was con- 
tested, but the Supreme Court declar- 
ed the weight of the evidence showed 
that the vessel was within the zone 
prescribed by the British treaty when 
United States officers boarded it. 

Whether the seizure was made within 
the prescribed limits, the court held 
would not affect the question of the 
guilt or innocence of those aboard. It 
found that this question had not been 
properly raised in the trial court, and 
declared that failure to properly raise 
it operated as a waiver. 

The treaty did not change the jfuris- 
diction ‘of American courts to try of- 
fenses alleged. under prohibition, cus- 
toms and other laws, the court decided, 
and it held that those aboard ships 
when brought into jurisdiction of 
American courts could be tried and 
the liquor aboard confiscated. 

When British vessels under the 
treaty lost immunity from seizure on 
the high seas, those aboard such ves- 
sels and their cargo also lost such im- 
munity, in the opinion of the court, 
which added that Great Britain never 
had suggested that a crew of a British 
vessel legally seized could not be 
brought into port and tried under 
American laws. | 

The treaty was construed broadly, 
the court declaring that the friendly 
purpose of the two nations making it, 
warranted that construction, and it 
held that persons aboard British ves- 
Sels within the treaty area may be tried 
for conspiracy to violate the laws when 
they have entered into arrangements 
with persons ashore to accomplish that’ 
end, and can not plead innocence be- 
cause they had not actually violated 
the prohibition or customs laws by 
sending liquor ashore.

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Gen. Bei Charges Planes Fly 
Over Chinese Territory 
and Excite Masses. 


TROOPS BEING MASSED 
ON SIBERIAN FRONTIER 


Soviet Sino War Expected; 
Russians to Quit Harbin, 
Foreseeing Clash.

(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Shenghai, April 11—Wild rumors in 
circulation in Shanghai tonight, but 
not verified by local Japanese officials, 
are to the effect that the Japanese cab- 
inet has decided to mobilize the regular 
army forces for service in China. Local 
Japanese military officials, while stat- 
ing that the mobilization is a possi- 
bility, believe that the report is prema- 
ture, 

Japanese residents at Hankow passed 
a resolution today warning the Japa- 
nese people not to be misled by the na- 
tionalist propaganda that the Japanese 
government should abandon the pres- 
ent peaceful policy and dispatch a 
punitive expedition to China with the 
object of smashing the autocratic ad- 


ministration organized by a group of 
persons influenced by the mobs. 

With reference to the local situa- | 
tion, Gen. Bei today declared he had | 
demonstrated his ability to control the | 
situation and maintain order and that 
he was doing his best to continue, but ' 
that the authorities of the interna- 
tional settlement and the British 
troops were acting in an exceedingly 
provocative manner and making the 
job most difficult. 


Planes Over Chinese Territory. 


Gen. Bei called particular attention 
to the recent occasion when British 
airplanes flew over Chinese territory; 
including the staff headquarters, arse- | 
nal and. Chinese fleet. He stated that, 
on two recent occasions British troops | 
had conducted raids on Chinese terri-| 
tory outside the settlement, once for) 
the proposed arrest of Indian sedition- | 
ists and once for searching a Chinese 
school, in which students were driven | 
out, several were injured and the na- | 


tional flag was torn down and carried | 
away. 
He said that the stationing of British | 
defense lines with artillery and machine 
guns outside the settlement was par- 
ticularly provocative, but it must not 
be overlooked that the international 
settlement itself is Chinese territory. 
With reference to what is believed to 
be the “British provocative action,” 
Gen. Bei declared that the British 
are exciting the Chinese masses to dis- 
order, even the Chinese troops being 
affected, thus rendering the general’s| 
task particularly difficult. He said “it 
seems certain that the powers, particu- 
larly the British, are trying to provoke 
trouble in order to justify the present 
large bodies of foreign troops on Chi- 
nese soil. The nationalist forces dem- 
onstrated that they: are strong enough 
to cope with the political and military 
situation internally, but if certain pow- 
ers continue to use provocative meas- 
ures against the nationalist movement, 
things may finally get out of hand, in 
which event the powers can not hold 
China responsible.” 


To Confer on Campaign. 


With reference to.the military situa- 
tion, Gen. Bei admitted that the na-| 
tionalists met reverses in the fighting 
north of the Yangtze river, but that | 
they were still holding the northern 
bank and Gen. Chang Ksi-Sek will hold 
a military conference at Nanking to- 
morrow for the purpose of definitely 
deciding a campaign. 

The soviet charge d'affaires at Peking 
today notified Wellington Koo that the 
entire soviet staff at the embassy will 
withdraw shortly, leaving one official 
for the purpose of winding up the busi- 
ness. 

Japanese reports from Mukden state 
that the following detachments of s0- 
viet troops are lined along the Chinese 
border: 

At Vladivostok, 11,000 troops; Urga, 
1,000; Khabarovsk, 3,000; Blagoves- 
chensk, 4,000; Nerohinsk, 2,000; Man- 
chouli, 8,000, and outer Mongolia, 3,000. 
Besides the foregoing, the Chinese 
Eastern railway has between 11,000 and 
20,000 Russian and Chinese laborers 
capable of military service and ap- 
proximately 30,000 mounted Chinese 
brigands of pro-Russian tendencies. 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin has about 75,- 
000 troops in the Manchurian area.

THE NOTE TO THE CANTONESE. - 


The consular representatives of the 


United States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan yesterday presented 
identical simultaneous notes to Eugene 
Chen, at Hankow, and to the representa- 
tive of Gen. Chang Kai-Shek at Shanghai, 
demanding satisfaction for the outrages 
committed by nationalist troops at Nan- 
king on March 24. The demands made 
are three: First, adequate punishment of 
the commanders of the troops responsible 
for the outrages; second, apology in writ- 
ing from the commander in chief, includ- 
ing a written undertaking to refrain from 
violence and agitation against foreign 
lives and property, and third, complete 
reparation for damages. The notes con- 
clude as follows: 

Unless the nationalist authorities 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of the in- 
terested governments their intention to 
comply promptly with these terms the 
said governments will find themselves 


compelled to take such measures as they 
consider appropriate, 


The people of the United States wiil 
not be pleased with this note, which as- 
sociates the United States with other 
powers in what is substantially a com- 

itment of joint action against the 
Chinese in case of further violence and 
agitation against foreigners. 

The protection of American lives, and 
not the protection of “‘foreigners,” is the 
only proper concern of the United States 
government. 

Strong antipathy manifested in 
China against certain foreign peoples, but 
there is little or no anti-American feeling. 
Americans have suffered injury as an in- 
cident of the civil war in China. The 
United States is in duty bound to protest 
against these outrages upon Americans; 
but for the sake of other Americans in 
China, and for the sake of peace between 
this country and China, the United States 
should have carefully refrained from as- 
sociating its interests with those of other 
nations, thereby calling down upon this 
country and its citizens the hatred that 
is felt toward others. 

The Cantonese “government” has not 
been recognized by the United States. It 
has no status as a state. The protest 
against the Nanking outrage should have 
been lodged with the Chinese govern- 
ment, in order that it might be held re- 
sponsible for ultimate reparations. The 
vague intimation that unless the Can- 
tonese comply with the demands “the 
said governments will find themselves 
Compelled to take such measures as they

consider appropriate’ can have no ter- ° 


rors for the Cantonese unless the gov- 
ernments are prepared to use force; and 
certainly the sending of an American 
punitive expedition against the Cantonese 
army would be strenuously opposed by 
the American people. 

Secretary Kellogg has made a serious 
mistake—a mistake that may have ap- 
palling consequences~in associating the 
United States with other powers in mak- 
ing demands upon the Chinese. The 
Chinese people, both north and south, 
can not but regard the United States as 
arrayed with the other powers against 
them. The-tives of Americans still in 
China may pay the forfeit for this blun- 
der. They will be classed from this time 
forth with all other foreigners, to be ex- 
pelled or murdered without distinction 
of nationality. 

The United States'in dealing with 
China has nothing in common with other 
powers. Its interests are not their in- 
terests, and its purposes are not their 
-purposes. They may resort to force if 
they wish—the United States can not 
resort to force without arousing a furore 
of protest from the American people. .

GOVERNMENT JOBS. 


There has not been a general examination 
of applicants for positions in the railway mail 
service for three years past, and to provide 


| against the depletion of the eligible list the 


civil service commission announced that appli- 
cations would be received until April 9 from 
those desiring to enter the service. Al!to- 
gether 35,000 men have signified their desire 
to compete for positions in the railway mail 
service. To facilitate the examination of this 
vast army the commission is sending out cards 
to all whose requests were received within 
the specified time. These cards will admit 
the bearers to the examinations, which will 
be conducted in 600 cities throughout the 
country, including Washington. 

The commission does not regard the great 
of responses as an indication 
there is an unusual condition of unemployment 
throughout the country, as railway postal 


| examinations are popular everywhere, and it 
is pointed out that at the last, which were held 


about three years ago, there 26,000 
applicants. 

However, with 35,000 to be examined 
the eligible list of the railway mail service and 
25,000 others who wish to enter the prohibi- 
tion bureau, the commission sees an unusually 
busy time ahead, not only for its examiners in 
the 600 cities specified, but especially for 
those in the headquarters of the commission 
in Washington, who must review the papers 
sent in from those cities.

SPREAD OF ALCOHOLISM. 


Dr. Wayne B. Wheeler will have to give 


| some attention to the Japanese newspaper man 


who is evidently sending out antidry propa- 
ganda. The London Daily Mail prints a state- 
ment from its Tokyo correspondent in which 
he declares, on the alleged authority of the 
head of the Japanese silk cultural laboratory. 
Mr. Y. Nakai, that silkworms which are allow- 
ed a ratiom of alcoholic stimulant do better 
work and more of it than those worms which 
are deprived of such rations, 

According to this correspondent Mr. Nakai, 
becoming alarmed over the possible shortage 
in the crop of mulberry leaves, heretofore the 
only food on which the silk makers of Japan 
were fed, undertook experiments to find a 
substitute. 


saki, which latter is a Japanese wine, contain- 
ing more than one-half of 1 per cent of 
alcohol by volume. -The writer insists that 
the insects actually ‘“‘turned up their noses’’ 
at every other substitute offered. But when 
this saki-soaked flour was offered the worms 
made absolute gluttons of themselves. On the 
other hand, just as soon as they found the 
supply exhausted they began to spin silk at 
a rate that violated all the rules of the silk- 
spinners’ union. They did not insist on stop- 
ping when the 5 o’clock whistle blew, but 
kept right at it. Nor was that the only re- 
sult. They produced a bettér grade of silk 
and are much happier and healthier than for- 
merly, and it is noticed that they are re- 
markably free from troubles of their digestive 
organs, while the new food has solved the 
problem of how to kill the harmful bacteria 
that created havoc.among them in the past. 

Still other benefits are reported as follow- 
ing the change of diet of the silkworms, the 


inost important of which is that the labor of 


gathering mulberry leaves has been reduced 
60 per cent, thereby releasing many thou- 
sands of the female population of Nippon to 
more lucrative industry. 


AN INSTITUTE OF HEALTH. 


The American Chemical society, in session 
at Richmond, is advocating the creation by the 
government of a national health institute. 
The plan contemplates a comprehensive cam- 
paign against what are described as the un- 
conquered enemies of human health. Under 
the supervision of the Treasury Department, 
and the administration of the surgeon general 
of the public health service, it is proposed to 
erect a suitable structure and to create ade- 
quate fellowships for individual scientists who 
have, shown marked proficiency in. research 
and investigation relating to the diseases of 
mankind. The facilities of the institute would 
‘be available to health authorities of States, 
counties or municipalities for purposes of in- 
struction and investigation. 

This is a dream not apt to materialize in 
the near future, but one which is fully worthy 
of consideration. Without question it is one 


of the fundamental duties of government to— 


guard the health of the people. For this pur- 
pose the Federal government maintains a pub- 


lic health service. For this: purpose States

PARKING—THE BIG PROBLEM, 


The city traffic conference, attended by may- 
ors and traffic experts of a score of American 
cities, will meet in Chicago this week, and it is 
expected that one of the chief matters for dis- 
cussion will be the abolition of parking within 
congested areas.. For more than a year stu- 
dents of traffic conditions have been advocating 
the theoretical merits of clearing all parked 
Surveys in Los 
Angeles, Chicago and Cleveland have been in- 
troduced to prove that downtown parking re- 
stricts the use of about one-half the available 
street space and benefits less than 10 per cent 
of the motorists using these streets. Yet ordi- 
hances prohibiting business district parking 
have usually failed to materialize, and at least 


one attempt to clear away daytime parking has | 


failed. 

Washington experimented with the plan dur- 
ing the Shrine convention in 1923. Even dur- 
this emergency period, when the streets 
were filled with scores of thousands of visitors, 
the blanket restriction against parking was 
subsequently held to be not particularly suc- 
cessful. <A similar story is written in the re- 
ports one hears from Philadelphia, where a 
similar experiment is being conducted. 

The parking problem is of universal interest. 
It exists in even the smallest of American, com- 
munities. The editorial page of practically 
every American newspaper, whether published 
in metropolitan center or cross-road village, 
makes frequent reference to it. Every one ad- 
mits that something must be done, but no one, 
so far, has brought forth the solution. If the 
traffic conference can find a way to solve the 
problem its members can well afford to retire 
to well-earned rest.

| but that it Fas limited itself as to the

| new grants may be made. As a matter 
of fact, the Constitution says they may 
be made “to promote the general wel- 
fare,” --hich certainly is very broad. 

A French mind, loving governmental 
theory, migh, reai a campaign on this 
trapeze, but the Anglo-Saxon mind is 
not theoretical; it does not like filmy 
tiptoczings as to whetier there be a 
vast distinction between granting power 
to levy an income tax and granting 
power to stop the legalized liquor traf- 
fic. 

Borah talxed the kind of talk that 

-glo-Saxons like, not theory but fact. 
In effect he said, “Here is liquor, the 
curse of the human family. A sensible 
people naturally desires to curb this 
curse. It is a long fight, of course,

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Officials Should Have Voice 
in Regulating Working Con- 
ditions, Educators Hear. 


VOCATIONAL AID URGED 


Respopsibility for the “guided 
growth” of all children of school age, 
whether attending school or not, should 
be placed on the shoulders of school 
authorities, in the opinion of members 
of the commission on curriculum, de- 
partment of superintendence, National 
Education association, holding their 
annual conference at association head- 
quarters here. 

Dr. Charles H. Judd, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, led discussion on 
this point at yesterday’s session, advo- 


cating that school officials have a voice 
in regulating the working conditions 
sutrounding children forced to aban- 
don school for economic reasons. 

Holding that the school “owes to 
the child” an opportunity to obtain 
arr education, he advanced arguments 
in favor of night school extension. It 
was made clear that responsibility for 
“guided growth” did not extend to con- 
trol of the child’s actions outside of 
school. 

Further opportunities for vocational 
training, to equip for life those stu- 
dents not contemplating a_ college 
course, was favored by the commission, 
“not because of any wish to discourage 
college entrance, but because sO many 
students do not enter college.” 

Subcommittees will be named at the 
concluding session today to investigate 
problems and contemplated changes in 
senior high school curriculum. The 
findings will be included in a year- 
book issued at the February conven- 
tion of the association in Boston. 
Members of the committee dined in- 
formally yesterday at the Hamilton 
a and last night at the Cosmos 
club. 

Dr. Payson Smith, commissioner of 
education for Massachusetts, under 
whose presidency the curriculum com- 


| mission was created four years ago, was 


a guest at yesterday’s session. 

Executive committeemen of the de- 
partment of superintendence, National 
Education association, will meet tomor- 
row at association headquarters, Six- 
teenth and M streets northwest, to 
plan for the February, 1928, convention 
of the department in Boston.

E spoke on Saturday, as we 
W probably all remember, of roast 

of beef and its ability to hang 
along into the week, and one reader 
had said that it was hard to dispose 
of easily or attractively. Today I am 
going to add to the column two or 
three recipes that will serve to use up 
the end of the roast of beef with which 
we planned our menu on Saturday for 
Sunday—recipes that will, I think. 
change this reader’s opinion about the 
obsolete status of hash and its relatives. 


First, may I call to the attention of 
our friends that this is Tuesday and 
that at 10 today we again have our 
Homemakers hour over the radio and 
that delightful music, as well as dis- 
cussions on the subject of homemaking, 
will constitute a part of that hour. To- 
day we shall take up the matter of 
buffet suppers during our hospitality 
talk and think a bit about the wisdom 
of marketing in the spring during the 
time devoted to the subject of cookery. 
We shall give suggestions of dishes to 
be served and possibly some recipes as 
well. 


A reader has asked me why children 
refuse to eat their food, and whether 
or not it is because they are fed too 
much, although she admits that her 
particular small boy seems to eat 
pitifully little and is actually under- 
weight. 


Children that are well and strong, 
Mrs. B, should be hungry, and if your 
youngster is loath to eat food you place 
before him, one of several possible 
things is the matter with him. Either 
he is badly spoiled and refuses to par- 
take of his food just as he refuses to 
do any number of other things that you 
require of him, and because he has the 
habit of holding out against your sug- 
gestions and discipline, or he is not 
assimilating his food properly and has 
no hunger because of an internal dis- 
order. If your son is obedient in other 
things and still can not be made to 
eat, you can depend upon it that the 
difficulty is a physical one. And if it 
is a physical one, you should consult 
not a person who deals in correct food- 
stuffs for the nourishment of a well 
body, but a physician who suggests 
foodstuffs for a sick body, and with his 
suggestions probably prescribes a medi- 
cine that will give even more rapid aid 
than corrective diet. If the doctor sug- 
gests a diet, as doubtless he will when 
he finds the seat of the difficulty, I 
shall be delighted to assist with the 
construction of the dishes prescribed 
in any way that I may. I would not 
feel that I was working within my 
realm, however, in attempting to di- 
agnose the little boy’s ailment when I 
am not a person experienced in ail- 
ments. 

But if the child is contrary and needs 
discipline, I should, if I were his moth- 
er, make a study of my own short- 
comings regarding disciplinary meas- 
ures, and school myelf, for I think we 
all agree, do we not, that bad chil- 
dren, who will not obey, are the di- 
rect result of incorrect upbringing and 
the fault of the parent rather than the 
small child. 

After all, it is as the twig is bent 
that it grows, and if you wish your 
child to eat the good, well balanced 
meal with which you have supplied 
him more than you want to keep in 
his good graces, if you intend him to 
be obedient before anything else, 
whether or not he cries fiendishly and 
is generally obnoxious, and if you stick 
to just what you have demanded of 
him, however hard it may be on you, 
then your son will eat and gain weight, 


and be a pleasure to you in many ways

that he has not been heretofore if he 
has been a spoiled baby. This answers 
you rather more in detail than I had 
intended, but the subject is of great 
interest to me. You know they do say 
that all childless persons of consider- 
able years are the worst of all on the 
subject of discipline—and, usually add, 
“What would they do if they had 
them?” But if we are not to have 
ideals to strive to reach, how shall 
we ever attain even a degree of per- 
fection? And to have well-behaved 
kiddies and be proud of them that they 
are perfect, is, in my opinion, just 
about the peak of success in life. 

First let us have a menu for today 
with which any of the left-over beef 
recipes may be used: 

MENU. 
Tomato Soup. 
Toasted Crackers. 
Pickeled White Onions. 
Beef Hash. 
Fresh Asparagus. 
Sliced Cucumbers in Oil. 
Graham Muffins. 
Hearts of Lettuce Salad with Roquefort 
Cheese, 
Tea or Coffee. 


There are times, are there not, when 
it is convenient to let our evening meal 
draw to a close at the conclusion of a 
tasty salad rather than with the sweet 
of a dessert. We have planned this 
substantial salad to draw this meal to 
a close and suggest that with the salad 
there be served toasted saltine crackers. 
The cucumbers are to be thinly sliced 
and let stand several hours in cold 
salted water, then served in French 
dressing. 


Roast Beef Hash. 


Place a large tablespoon of butter 
in an iron frying pan and add to it 
one sweet green peppér that has been 


thinly sliced, one clove of garlic that 
has been minced to a pulp (this may 
be omitted) and a half teaspoon of 
salt mixed with one-third teaspoon of 
pepper. Next add to the pan all that 
remains of the roast of beef after the 
fatty parts have been trimmed away 
and the lean meat has been put 
through the meat grinder or chopped 
very fine. After the pepper and garlic 
in the frying pan have cooked until 
the pepper is nearly tender, add the 
ground meat and with the fire hot 
under the frying pan brown the meat 
slightly, turning it constantly. Turn 
the fire down, add sufficient water to 
moisten the hash well and cover closely. 
Simmer for an hour or until the water 
has somewhat evaporated leaving the 
hash of the proper consistency to serve. 
This does not mean that a great deal 
of water be added, but I am obliged 
to leave the quantity to each house- 
keeper as the amouhts of beef to bé 
made into the hash will vary. 

To, let us say, three cups of hash I 
should suggest not more than one-fourth 
cup Of water. Potatoes may be added 
to the ingredients if they are available, 
or if one does not fancy hash made 
they may boil two small ones and dice 
them and add to the hash when it has 
a about half of the time allotted 
to it.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

PULLMAN PIGS. 
HIS morning I again ran into one 
T of those travelers who are built 
on the lines of the Opie Reed fel- 
low who was “always too much trouble 
to hisself.”” In the dressing room of the 


sleeper he had spread out his belong- 
ings. There were hair tonics, flesh 
foods, massage creams, shaving acces- 
sories, tooth-cleaning compounds and 
brushes of several kinds. I am sure he 
joined with Mencken in petitioning the 
Pullman Co. for a larger workbench in 
the men’s dressing room. 

Of course, such a man is selfish. He 
takes an unfair amount of room and 
an unfair amount of time, but that 
form of social disorder.is not the theme 
for this story. 

Such men, including Mencken, come 
under the head of “This Believing 
World.” They may not have faith ina 
religion or a Bible, but they have a 
faith that is pathologic in labels. The 
Sermon on the Mount may have no 
meaning for them, but when it comes 
to a wrapper on a bottle they bow 
down blindly. But this story does not 
deal with diseased faiths except in so 
far as they furnish some sidelight. 


These two possibilities for a story 
having been discarded, we come to our 
preachment, using the acts of the man 
on the sleeper as our text. 

He rubbed his hair with a hair tonic. 
What good did that do? None, so far 
as the chemicals in the tonic were con- 
cerned. The rubbing and cleansing did 
just as much good as would have re- 
sulted from an equal amount of rub- 
bing without tonic. What harm was 
done? Probably none. Had the tonic 
contained wood alcohol, there would 
have been some danger, but otherwise 
the tonics are safe. 

Wandering a little afield, the hair 
dyes are reasonably safe. Many of 
them contain either lead or silver, or 
coal tar dyes that are even more poison- 
ous. On the other hand, absorption 
is poor and the amount used is small. 
Of the many thousands who use 
poisonous hair dyes, only a few hun- 
dred are poisoned, and most of those 
are not dangerously affected. 

How about the flesh foods? The use 
of hair tonics by a slick bald man 
may be a manifestation of pathologic 
faith, but it is sanity as compared 
with the aise of flesh foods. Absorp- 
tion through the skin at best is poor, 
but there may be a little if the in- 
gredients are of the right kind. What

the skin. But none of these facts fur- 
nish any ground for thinking that a 
flesh food, when rubbed on the skin, 
will absorb and will then remain un- 
der the skin to fill out a wrinkle, or 
will prove a selective food for any tis- 
sue located just under the skin. The 
massage used in rubbing them in may 
be helpful, but an equal amount .of 
rubbing without the flesh food would 
be equally so. 

The scrutinized powdered his face 
after shaving. What harm or good did 
that do? If he shaved close the pow- 
dering made the skin less sensitive for 
the moment. Beyond that no good 
was done. Powder is merely a clean, 
aromatic form of dirt. By powdering, 
he laid himself liable to blackheads 
about as much as he would have done 
had he allowed his face to get quite 
dirty. 

His method of washing his teeth was 
based more on the use of aromatics 
and soaps than it was on getting the 
teeth clean A simpler method, with 
more of cleaning of the several faces 
of each tooth, would have accomplish- 
ed more.

least a quart a day. 

I have seen several instances where 
children would drink the milk but 
then would not eat anything, es- 
pecially vegetables and fruits. The 
milk evidently satisfied them and took 
away all appetite for other foods.

The Jack should be played 
from Dummy because it is the only 
chance to get two tricks in the Club 
sult; it will pick up an extra trick if 
the lead be from King-Queen. When 


the Jack of Clubs wins the first trick, 
the Declarer can see that to make game 
he needs eight more tricks (not neces- 
sarily consecutive, as the adverse Club 
suit it still stopped); that he has five 
sure—two Hearts and one in each of 
the other suits—with a chance to ob- 
tain four more, two in each of the 
Reds. In order to win the three Dia-~ 
mpnds, it will be necessary to find the 
Ace in the East hand, and also to lead a 
Diamond twice from the Dummy; but 
although the Heart finesse is in the 
Dummy, the first Heart lead can be,“ 
made from either hand. It is advisable 
to start with a Diamond from Dummy. 
East probably will not play his Ace and, 
if South win trick 2, a Diamond should 
not be led from the Closed Hand; 
Dummy should be put in to lead an- 
other Diamond. Trick 3, Ace of Hearts 
from Closed Hand; trick 4, small Heart 
from Closed Hand, Jack finesse taken 
in Dummy; trick 5, another Diamond 
from Dummy. It is just as important 
to lead twice toward a King-Queén 
(1. e., to lead from the other hand) as 
it is to lead twice toward an Ace- 
Queen-Jack. The rest of the play 
would be easy; Declarer would make 
four-odd. '

N*& YORK, April 11—The summer 
phase of the great national game 
will commence Tuesday, but it is 
not quite clear any more whether this 
is the principal or the secondary phase. 

In comparatively olden times when 
the New York clubs trained at Asbury 
Park, N. J., and some. of the middle 
Western teams were taken down to 
French Lick Springs, Ind., for a couple 
weeks, spring training was definitely in- 
tended as a work of preparation for the 
summer season. 

Indeed, some of the proprietors looked 
upon even this modest travel as an 
affectation and held to the idea that a 
natural ball player, like a natural prize 
fighter, needed no more than a shave 
and a T-bone steak or two T-bones, 
to put him in physical shape and men- 
tal humor to play his best. 


This year, the athletes are begin- 
ning the so-called regular season 
with five weeks of baseball and 
two weeks, more or less, of travel 
behind them. So you might rea- 
sonably ask whether they are now 
beginning, to train for the next 
training trip. 


All hardship is comparative.- Mr. 
One-Eyed Connelly, who always travels 
on a train, never in one, would scoff 
at the sufferings of a ballplayer who 
had: put in fourteen nights on the Pull- 
mans and developed callouses on his 
dome, or nut from being dashed against 
the head boards of his berth in crash 
stops at the way stations. He would 
titter in a refined way at the sleep- 
less statisticians who counted thirty 
stops in one overnight jump in the 
training zone. , 

Still, here are baseball players and 
managers, particularly among the eld- 
ers, who believe spring training has 
been over-emphasized. Ed Roush, of the 
Giants, seems to be the leader of this 
thought. Mr. Roush has contrived . to 
create an argument about his salary 
and keep out of the training camps 
every year but two in the last decade or 
so. This may be the reason that he 
plays ball so well at his advanced age. 

Although Rogers Hornsby has had his 
name and photographs in the papers 
much more than Babe Ruth this spring, 
Ruth will remain the great man Of. 
baseball in New York. 


Hornsby’s publicity will draw a 
great many customers and the re- 
turn on this advertising will soon 
reimburse the National league pro- 
prietors for their pro rata contribu- 
tion to the purse that redeemed his 
shares in the St. Louis club. 


But Ruth is of New York now. He 
built the Yankee stadium, he dedicated 
it with a home run and he even spent 
a day in one of the local cages under a 
sentence for speeding in his automobile.

Harris’ finger is far from healed 
and he will be taking a chance in 
trying to play this afternoon, but he 
feels that his duty is with his team 
and so has thrown caution to the winds 
and trust to luck. ,

UTILITIES COMMISSION 
TO ASSESS COMPANIES 


Money for Valuation and 
Other Investigations Sought. 
Plowpit Ordered Altered. 


The public utilities commission yes- 
terday took initial steps to provide itself 
with funds, assessed against local util- 
ity companies, for valuation and other 
investigations, under the aet of Con- 
gress passed at the last session. Earl 
V Fisher, executive secretary of the 


commission, was assigned to draft rec- 
ommendations to the commission as to 
how much money would be needed for 
the work in sight and to communicate 
with commissions in other jurisdictions 
which lay similar assessments, for in- 
formation as to the methods used. 

The commission authorized the Capi- 
tal Traction Co. to alter its plowpit at 
Twentieth and Calvert streets north- 
west, along the lines of the equipment 
of the Washington Railway &. Electric 
Co.’s pit at Georgia avenue and W 
street northwest. 

Some time ago a committee was ap- 
pointed by the commissioners to study 
means of making plowpits more safe. 
That body ruled that the Georgia ave- 
nue pit was as nearly model as any of 
which its members knew, and the pub- 
lic utilities commission, on its recom- 
mendation, voted to have all new pits 
and old ones, when repaired or renew- 
ed, made to correspond. A safety zone 
for passengers was authorized at the 
southbound carstop at the near side of 
Ninth and K streets northwest. 


M DONALD EXECUTORS 
LOSE $78,000 IN FEES 


Estate’s Value Not Increased 
by Stock Dividends, 
Court Holds. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Executors of the estate of James Mc- 
Donald were not entitled to commis- 
sions on stock dividends paid to the 
estate, the Supreme Court held yester- 
day, in a case appealed from the courts 
of the District. 

McDonald died leaving an estate of 
several million dollars, composed largely 
of stock in the Standard Oil and affili- 
ated companies. A stock dividend was 
paid on this stock to Lawrence Max- 
well and the Fulton Trust Co., execu- 
tors, who claimed the regular 5 per cent 
commission, estimating that the divi- 
dend stock had increased the value of 
the estate $1,500,000. 

The lower courts refused to allow the 
full $78,000 as commission. The guar- 
dian of the heirs appealed to the 
supreme court contending that there 
was no evidence to show that the 
stock dividend had increased the prin- 
cipal of the estate, arguing that what- 
ever value might be assigned to the 
dividend stock could reasonably be de- 
ducted from the value of the original 
stock upon which the dividends had 
been issued, and that the executors 
were entitled to no commission on the 
dividend stock because it had not in- 
creased the value of the estate. 


Shipping Board Suit 
Settled for $25,000 


The 10-year-old legal controversy be- 
tween the United States Shipping Board 
Emergency Fleet Corporation and Mau- 
rice H. Eichberg, trading as the Nation- 
al Timber Co. of Mobile, Ala., in which 
Eichberg sought to recover about $200,- 
000 damages for alleged breach of con- 
tract in connection with the furnishing 
of “water oak” for the wooden merchant 
fleet, has been settled, according to an 
order dismissing the suit filed yesterday 
in circuit court. 

Mr. Eichberg was recently awarded 
about $9,000 damages, but the court 
gave him a new trial. The board and 
the fleet corporation have now agreed 
to settle for $25,000. The dismissal of 
the suit will release $200,000 of gov- 
ernment money which was deposited 
after Mr. Eichberg won a verdict for 
more than $166,000 several years ago. 
Attorneys Covington, Robb and Acheson 
appeared for Mr. Eichberg, while At- 
torneys Bolitha J. Laws and the late 
Henry E. Davis appeared for the board 
and the fleet corporation.

The boy makes enough to feed 
the family of four, but not enough to 
pay rent also. The latter item is 83 
a week and that much must be pro- 
vided from outside sources.

1,300 JURY TRIALS WAIT; 
EMPLOYES WITHOUT PAY 


Frank J. Hogan Gives Check 
for $10,000 for Dependent 
Children of District. 


J. Raymond McCarl, comptroller gen- 
eral, was asked yesterday by Judge Gus 
A. Schuldt, of police court, to find some 
way in which jury trials, which were 
discontinued two weeks ago because of 


& lack of funds, may be resumed. 

The opinion of Mr. McCarl on the 
legality of the idea to summon jurors 
and let them wait on Congress for their 
pay was asked by Judge Schuldt, who 
says that unless some way is found out 
of the financial difficulty. a chaotic 
condition will result. 

According to Judge Schuldt’s written 
appeal there are about 1,300 jury trials 
pending and about 10 more are de- 
manded each day. There also are 
eighteen employes of the police court 
who face a total furlough without pay 
of. 192 working days, the appeal says, 
atid there should be some way in which 
their salaries can legally be paid, even 
though the actual funds are lacking. 


Cites Congress Attitude. 


“Unless some action is taken,” Judge 
Schuldt says, “‘to rectify this deplorable 
condition, we will be in a condition of 
congestion, or chaos, and the adminis- 
tration of justice will be seriously ham- 
pered, if not defeated, as we doubt our 
ability to catch up with this accumula- 
tion of business. 

“The attitude of Congress relative to 
the congestion of jury cases in this 
court is a stern one. They have re- 
peatedly expressed their strong and 
fixed determination to use all means to 
expedite these cases and insure the 
prompt administration of justice.” 

Frank J. Hogan yesterday handed 
Commissioner Sidney B. Taliaferro his 
check for $10,000. It was the first pay- 
ment making available the trust fund 
hurriedly arranged for Sunday for ad- 
vancement of money to “boarding 
mothers” for care of the District's juve- 
hile wards, following the cutting off 
of public funds for that purpose due 
to the adverse ruling Saturday by 
Comptroller General John R. McCarl. 

John Joy Edson said his check would 
be forthcoming today and that those 
of John Hays Hammond and Mrs. Anne 
Archbold for $10,000 would follow 
promptly to supply temporarily the 
money Congress failea to provide when 
the Senate fiilibuster prevented passage 
of the deficiency bill at the last session. 

Nothing further was heard by Dis- 
trict officials concerning the possibility 
of finding a way to spend public money 
for support of the indigent insane in 
St. Elizabeths hospital, which question 
also has been submitted to McCarl. 


Colored Tenants 
Ousted by Court 


In response to complaints from white 
property owners in Bloomingdale, Jus- 
tice Stafford yesterday .jssued two per- 
manent injunction orders to prevent 
the use or occupancy, directly or indi- 
rectly of premises 2328 First street 
northwest and 141 Adams street north- 
west by colored persons. It was alleged 
that these premises had been trans- 
ferred in violation of a covenant which 
prohibited the use or occupancy by col- 
ored persons. 

One injunction declares a deed, dated 
November 23, 1926, purporting to convey 
premises 141 Adams street northwest 
from Isadore and Rebecca Young to 
Maggie Davis and Amanda Butler, void, 
and the defendants Davis and Butler 
are ordered to vacate. The other injunc- 
tion declares a deed dated March 5, pur- 
porting to convey premises 2328 First 
street northwest from Thomas A. Grier 
to Henry A. and Alyce N. Cornish, void, 
and the defendants Cornish are ordered 
to vacate.
